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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, see page 11, final paragraph, filed 1 1/22/2006, with respect to 
independent claims 1 and 16 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 35 U.S.C. 
102(b) rejections of claims 1 and 16 have been withdrawn. 

Examiner notes that a verified research tool was used to locate the online catalog of 
PAKTRON. www.webarchive.org , known as The Wayback Machine is a web service that 
crawls the entire web periodically recording the information shown on every public web page. 
The first page provided to applicant states which dates the indicated website was recorded, and 
the following pages are coded at the bottom as to the specific date which the website was last 
changed. Therefore, by following the link entitled "Skid Wheels - Miscellaneous" on the 
Paktron home page recorded on 20010412 (April 12, 2001), the third through fifth pages were 
pointed to, found on 20010406 (April 6, 2001). In this manner, one can ascertain how long a 
web page or information on said web page has been in the public domain. The initial rejection 
was proper under 35 U.S.C. 102(b), but has been rendered moot by applicant's amendment. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1, 3-16, 18, and 19 are allowed.

The claim limitation of "an axle" in combination with "a support pin" wherein the 
support pin is separate from the axle and positioned "between said axle and said bottom surface 
of said angular skid plate" found in each independent claim is not found in the prior art of record.

Stely (U.S. Patent No. 496,285) shows a wheel mount that is structurally similar to the 
instant application and including means to force a topwall away from the mounting structure 
subjecting a compressive force to the bottom of the mounting structure. 

Petirfojo (U.S. Patent No. 3,043,618) shows a drag wheel mount including a structurally 
similar configuration to that of the instant application.
